¢ Are You One of "Those Saps"? 


Do you realize what the chief purpose of the with- 
holding tax, which every worker has to pay out of 
weekly or monthly wages really is? It is collected to 
supply the eight billion dollars the United States Gov- 
ernment has to pay every year for interest on its national 
debt, both long term bonded and short term loans, so 
frequently made by our government to tide over imme- 
diate demands for cash to finance heavy current pay- 
ments that are being made continually by our govern- 
ment. When this stupendous sum is collected from us 
small fry it relieves the big fry from the necessity of 
digging up for the government this interest money each 
year. It leaves the road open for the millionaires and 
the billionatre corporations to increase their profits 
very materially at our expense. 

A workingman who is fairly well posted on what is 
happening to all workers, so far as the taxes they now 
pay are concerned, was asked when labor would face 
this problem and try to do something about it. His an- 
swer was: “Those saps will never even study this ques- 
tion, much less ever try to do anything about it.” This 
raises the next question, which is: “Are you one of 
‘those saps’?” 


Have You Started Yet? 


Mr. Workman and Mrs. Working Woman: Have 
yau started to work on next year’s political campaign? 
Your political enemies can be depended upon to have 
had their political wire pullers and advisers on the job 
long ago, while most of the workers have been doing 
nothing except possibly hoping something would hap- 
pen or just turn up to supply fresh rays of hope to 
brighten the political horizon, which certainly looks 
rather gloomy and foreboding at the present moment. 

If you have done nothing so far, it is high time you 
get started. 

How can you do this? 

You can talk with the most intelligent friends you 
have about the necessity of doing something about next 
year’s primary election. There are certain things that 
every working man should be working on now, in season 
and out of season. First of all, be sure you are registered 
yourself, also your wife and every other voter member 
of your own family. Secondly, start looking around to 
locate good and honest candidates for every office for 
which candidates are to be selected in next year’s Cali- 
fornia primary, which will be held the first Tuesday 
in June.

Phone 
CYpress 2-2480. ae 
There is a provision in the. old- 
age and survivors insurance law 
known as the “work clause.” It has 
{to do with conditions under which 
| you can accept your monthly, in- 
| surance benefits while still earning 
other income, 

A beneficiary cannot: accept so- 
cial security payments if his other 
earnings are more than $50 a 
month. This. applies only to wages 
from employment, or net earnings 
from self-employment, in. work 
that comes under social security. 

If the insured and retired worker 
is not eligible to accept his monthly 
benefit check because of earnings 
from employment or self-employ- 
ment, members of his family, en- 
titled to benefits as his dependents, 
cannot accept their checks. How- 
ever, if a dependent member of 
his family who is receiving month- 
ly benefit payments earns more 
than $50 from employment or self- 
employment in a month, only that 
dependent’s payment will be 
stopped. 

This $50 maximum on earnings 
while receiving payments applies 
only to persons under 75. After 
that age, any amount of earnings 
; from employment or self-employ- 
; ment in any kind of work will not 
interfere with social security pay- 
ments. Both the insured retired 
worker who is working, and his de- 
pendents, may then accept all of 
bevel monthly payments under so-' 

cial security. 


Co-ops to Start © 
Biggest Project 


Lawrence, Kans, (LPA) — The 
largest single cooperative enter- 
prise in the US, a nitrogen fertilizer 
plant costing $16 million, -is to be 
built here. Double the size of a 
Similar farmer-owned unit in Ya- 
zoo County, Miss., it will produce 
100,000 ton of nitrogen products 
yearly, serving an area where de- 
mand multiplied more than eight 
times in five years. 

Construction is scheduled ‘to start 
next March and take about two 
years. Financing plans inelude sale 
of $6 million in shares to Consum- 
ers Cooperative Association affili- 
ate and members, and a loan under 
the Defense Production Adminis- 
tration.

If you are, your pay probably has kept up with the in- 
crease in the cost of living from 1 January, 1950, to 90, to July, 1951 1951. 


The AFL Labor’s Monthly Sur- | 
vey reports in its latest issue: 

In January, 1950, a worker with 
a wife and two children needed 
$66 a week—or $3,493 a year—to 
live “modestly but adequately.” 

By last July that same worker 
had to make at least $76 a week— 
or $3,948 a year—to keep up with | 
the increase in the cost of living. 

That same worker’s federal in- 


January, 1950, to July, 1951. 

In January, 1950, he was paying 
$124 a year in taxes. Last July his 
taxes were $230 a year. Under the 
1951 tax bill, he will be paying 
around $260 a year in taxes. 
| There figures show how hard in- 


flation has hit. workers. They also ; 


show how Congress has almost 
broken the backs of workers by 
saddling them with tremendous tax 


increases while letting the rich 
off easy. 
The Labor Department reports 


factory workers averaged $56.29 a 
week in January, 1950, and $64.56 
‘last July. That’s an increase of

l It’s the same old story. The cost 
of living goes up $10 a _ week. 
Wages increase $8 a week. As al- 
ways, wages trail behind prices. 

The AFL figures are based on a 
Labor Department survey of the 
cost of living in 18 cities.
